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Upon the motion, (the “Motion”) of Assuncao Bros., Inc. (the “Debtor”), the debtor and 


debtor-in-possession in the above-captioned chapter 11, subchapter v case, by and through its 


counsel, Fox Rothschild, LLP, for entry of an order pursuant to 11 U.S.C. §§ 1189(b) and 105(a) 


to extend the time period to file its chapter 11 plan by a period of ninety (90) days through and 


including January 30, 2023; and the Court having jurisdiction over the matter pursuant to 28 U.S.C.

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED: 


1. 
That the Motion is granted; and

Pursuant to section 1189(b) of the Bankruptcy Code, the Debtor’s time period for 


filing its Chapter 11 Plan is hereby extended ninety (90) days to January 30, 2023

The relief granted herein shall not prejudice the Debtor from seeking further 


extensions made pursuant to 1189(b) of the Bankruptcy Code.

The Debtor is hereby authorized to take all actions it deems necessary to effectuate 


the relief granted in this Order.

This Court shall retain jurisdiction to hear and determine all matters arising or 


related to the implementation or interpretation of this Order. 
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
